questioning  the  oracle,  and  of  reading  the  stars,  tOj 
know  the  solemn  doctrine  of  the  future.  There  is, 
not  a  want  of  the  beautiful,  in  that  mythology  that : 
peopled  did'eient  portions  of  earth  with  divinities — 
that  gave  to  Ceres  the  ripe  harvest,  and  to  Pomona : 
the  blushing  fruitage — that  gave  a  dryad  to  the  i 
liowering  tree  and  a  naiad  to  the  crystal  fountain,  j 
1  say,  there  is  something  gleaming  through  all  this 
darkness,  beyond  the  mere  outward  and  material 
mattersof  earthly  existence.  It  has  not  been  enough 
for  man  that  the  earth  should  be  spread  out  green, 
and  the  mountains  lif\  their  tali  heads  to  heaven — 
that  the  streams  should  be  poured  out  around  him, ' 
and  that,  day  after  day,  over  the  vast  blue  arc  the 
sun  should  glide,  lighting  up  these  mountains  and  ! 
this  earth  ;  and  that,  night  after  night,  the  sweet  I 
moon  and  the  stars,  with  their  silver  pomp,  should  j 
move  over  and  picture  their  forms  and  their  bright- 1 
ness  in  those  outspread  and  slumbering  waters.  It  j 
has  not  been  enough  for  man,  that  he  has  put  forth 
and  plucked  blight  flowers,  and  sat  down  by  the ' 
wild-wood,  and  listened  to  music  from  a  thousand  J 
voices; — it  has  not  been  enough  that  the  cattle  have 
been  given  to  graze  for  him  upon  the  hills,  and  that 
the  golden  seed  has  shot  up  into  abundant  harvests,  i 
It  has  not  been  enough  for  man,  my  hearers,  to 
stand  up  amid  all  the  glory  and  grandeur  of  this 
visible  universe,  and  let  his  soul  take  cognizance 
of  what  he  has  seen  and  felt.  But,  soaring  beyond 
the  limitless  and  ever  heaving  ocean,  and  above 
the  awful  mountain-tops  with  their  robes  of  thun¬ 
der,  and  above  the  bright  ten-thousand  worlds  that 
burn  afar,  he  has  sought  objects  of  worship — beings 
of  divinity — whose  high  natures  these  infinite  and 
lofty  things  have  shadowed  forth,  and  for  whom  his 
hands  have  built  altars  that  his  heart  might  bow 
down  and  adore. 

Such  are  the  manifestations  of  the  religious  spi¬ 
rit,  and  it  is  idle  and  useless  to  tell  me  that  it  is  an 
exolic  spirit — a  spirit  that  has  no  adaptation  to,  or 
foundation  in,  our  nature — that  has  been  eiigender- 


vour  scepticism  and  your  boasted  triumph,  you 
have  not  resolved  tlie  mysteries  of  man’s  mond  or 
shown  that  the  universe  has  no  God! 

But,  again — |Mjint  me  to  a  time,  in  all  the  long 
la|)se  of  history,  when  there  was  no  religious  wor- 
shij) — when  eanh  had  no  altar  and  the  winds  beard 
no  prayer  !  You  can  point,  perhaps,  to  the  ilrrtq 
when  Paltnyra  was  not — when  Thebes  bad  none 
of  its  hundred  gates.  You  may  tell  me  when  Ce- 
crops  laid  the  foumlations  of  Greece,  and  what  was 
the  origin  of  the  seven-hilled  City  of  empires.  You 
may  tell  me  of  the  birth  of  Kings  who  have  dazzled 
earth  with  splendor,  of  warriors  who  have  shaken 
it  with  battle.  You  may  point  to  the  childhood 
of  the  Lydian  Croesus,  and  the  cradle  of  the-all- 
vieforious  Macedonian.  Bur,  brush  away  the  sands 
from  the  ruined  shrines  of  Isis,  and  uncover  the 
ashes  of  Indian  priests,  and  tell  me — w^en  was  the 
religious  spirit  fiist  developed  ?  Who  was  the  cun 
ning  hierarch  that  first  started  the  idea  ? — who  was 
the  mighty  monarch  that  fiisi  said — “  Let  it  pre¬ 
vail?”— Earth’s  mountains  are  as  old  as  the  crea¬ 
tion,  and  they  stand  up  hoary  with  the  breath  of 
ages.  Earth’s  oceans  have  rolled  as  they  now  roll, 
in  storm  and  sunshine  and  limitless  grandeur,  six 
thousand  years.  Earth’s  green  forests,  that  wave 
in  beauty,  were  gems  long  years  ago,  and  those 
germs  sprung  up  where  other  forests  had  stood  that 
grew  in  successive  generations  through  slow-mov¬ 
ing  centuries.  But  when,  tchen  was  it,  that  man 
has  looked  u|)on  these  tall  mountains,  that  heaving 
deep,  those  ancient  and  primeval  forests,  and  not 
[  had  a  thought  of  Deity — of  worship  ?  And  now, 
when  empires  have  jiassed  away,  and  kings  and 
w'arriors  have  died,  and  tombs  and  trophies  have 
crumbled  down — now,  over  the  wide  earth,  in  all 
its  far  corners  and  its  distant  Ulands  of  the  sea,  are 
the  movings  of  this  religious  spirit,  and  you  would 
as  soon  expect  to  see  nature  pau.se  in  her  work,  and 
the  great  heait  of  Time  cease  its  pulsations,  as  to 
see  that  spirit  depart  from  among  men,  and  its  tem-

“Bui  the  hour  comelh,  nnd  now  is,  when  the  true  wor-

Jnhn  iv :  23. 

It  is  a  trite  and  well  known  fact,  that  the  prin¬ 
ciple  of  religious  worship  is  of  all  ages  and  coun¬ 
tries.  At  kast,  so  ancient  and  wide-spread  is  it, 
that  ibe  remark  of  Lord  Kaimes  may  be  well  con- 
sideretl,  and  the  question  arise,  whether  it  is  not  in¬ 
nate  and  universal.  Says  he — “That  there  exist 
being.s,  one  or  many,  powerful  above  the  human 
race,  is  a  proiwsition  universally  admitted  as  tiue 
in  all  ages  and  among  all  nations.  I  boldly  call  it 
miursal,  notwithstanding  what  is  leported  of  some 
gross  savages;  for  reports  that  contradict  what  is  j 
acknowledged  to  be  general  among  men,  require! 
able  vouchers.  Among  many  savage  tribes  there 
are  no  words  but  for  objects  of  external  sense;  is  it 
surprising  that  such  people  are  incapable  of  express¬ 
ing  their  religious  perceptions,  or  any  |:erceptions 
of  internal  sense?  The  conviction  that  men  have 
of  superior  powers,  in  every  country  where  there 
are  words  to  express  it,  is  so  well  vouched,  that,  in 
fair  reasoning,  it  ought  to  be  taken  for  granted  among 
the  few  tribes  where  learning  is  deficient.” 

True,  my  hearers,  this  leligious  spirit  has  been 
manifested  in  monstrous  forms,  anil  attended  with 
horrid  and  disgusting  rites.  The  attributes  of  one 
have  been  distributed  among  many,  and  the  heart’s 
adoration  has  been  wasted  at  the  altar  of  an  hun¬ 
dred  gods.  Blind  to  the  pure  and  proper, charac¬ 
teristics  of  Deity,  men  have  formed  their  notions 
of  them  after  the  similitude  of  gross  and  imperfect 
humanity,  and  have  bestowed  upon  them  the  qual¬ 
ities  of  brutal  and  unholy  passions.  Still.  1  say,  in 
all  these  exhibitions,  you  have  evidences  of  the  ex¬ 
istence  of  a  principle  of  religious  worship— a  prin¬ 
ciplestirring  in  the  heart  of  man.  and  promising  him 
to  bow  the  knee  and  jiour  the  prayer.  It  is  the  spi¬ 
rit  of  religious  worship  that  operates  wherever  you 
turn  your  eyes  back  upon  those  old  superstitions. 
It  is  the  spirit  of  religious  worship  that  manifests 
itself  where  the  Sahean  adores  the  animated  stars, 
or  where  the  northern  Thor  sits  and  thunders — 
where  flames  the  sacred  fire  the  Gheber  honors,  or 
where  stands  the  temple  of  the  Olympian  Jupiter. 

Nor,  dark  and  degrading  as  these  foims  may  be, 
does  there  appear  to  be  an  entire  absence  of  some¬ 
thing  loftierand  brighter  than  humanity — something 
more  congenial  than  the  mere  existences  of  this 
earth  to  the  infinite  longings  and  capacities  of  the 
«njl.  There  is  certainly  an  idea  of  vast  power  in

]  over."  See  the  three  passages  above  referred  to,  in 

connection  with  tho  remarks  of  Dr.  Jalin,  and  my  notes 
on  the  same,  published  last  week — especially  that  part 
whicli  relates  to  the  preparations  for  the  feast.
